Housing boom-generated traffic crowds local streets

If there’s a gas crisis, you can’t tell from the 
volume of cars traveling some West End streets. 

The housing boom in the area has brought with it 
a glut of cars that is outstripping the capacity of 
some streets and creating bottlenecks at major in- 
tersections. i 

According to Peter Liu, traffic engineer for the 
city of Upland, Mountain Avenue is by far the worst 
of the problem. Liu explained that the four-lane 
road, with a daily capacity of between 28,000 and 
30,000 cars, is handling 32,000 per day and in the few 
days before Christmas traffic peaked at 46,000 per 
day. 

The problems with traffic along major streets, 
said Liu, is that commuter traffic heading for the 
San Bernardino Freeway is funneled into a few 
north-south streets with access to the freeway. 

Other major streets in Upland are still running 
within their capacity, said Liu, with Euclid Avenue 
averaging 36,000 cars per day at the freeway and 
Foothill Boulevard handling 30,000 cars per day. 

Those streets, said Liu, also have a different 
character than Mountain. Euclid is a six-lane 
street with little commercial development and 
Foothill is designed with access lanes at major 
commercial centers. 

But heavy commercial development on Mountain 
along with commuter traffic creates problems of 
bottlenecks at intersections and situations of stop- 


and-go traffic during peak hours. 

The problem is similar on Mountain Avenue in 
Ontario, according to Larry Toerper, an engineer 
for the city. 

He explained that traffic volume on Mountain in- 
creases at each intersection closer to the San Ber- 
nardino Freeway until it reaches 46,000 cars per 
day at Mountain and Sixth Street. 

Toerper said that intersection has become one of 
the major ‘‘problem intersections’’ in the city. 

Upland is attempting to alleviate these 
problems, said Liu, but without funds for capital 
improvements they will probably be around for 
some time. 

Traffic signals along Mountain are controlled by 
computer, said Liu, and a re-evaluation of the com- 
puter program is planned to see if changes can be 
made to move traffic more smoothly. 

One advantage in Upland, said Liu, is that unlike 
metropolitan areas closer to Los Angeles, the rush 
hour does not last as long and traffic quickly drops 
to more acceptable levels. 

He added that the city is looking into ways to in- 
crease car pooling and to shift working hours to 
reduce loads during peak traffic hours. But both ef- 
forts would require cooperation from the public. 

The only other ways to improve the flow of cars 
would involve improving the roadway or adding 
access ramps to the freeway. 

Liu said Caltrans has been disinclined to put 
money into improving the ramps, and, even if the

agency was so inclined, it would take years to com- 
plete the project. 

Lance Stalker of Caltrans said his agency is 
aware of the increasing traffic in the area, but 
there is nothing it can do to help alleviate the con- 
gestion. 

He explained that with construction costs going 
up, the cost of a freeway interchange is in the 
millions of dollars and Caltrans is faced with 
decreasing revenues. : 


Caltrans is trying to relieve congestion on the 
freeways, said Stalker, through more ‘“‘park and 
pool” lots and is investigating the possibility of 
running an express bus line into Los Angeles. 


But these ideas are centered on the freeway 
itself and will have little bearing on traffic to and 
from the freeway. 


Stalker said that the problem of traffic conges- 
tion on major city streets will have to be handled 
by the cities themselves since Caltrans doesn’t 
have the funds. 

Liu said the city is planning two projects which 
will improve traffic patterns. 

One project will provide an additional left-turn 
lane on Foothill Boulevard at Mountain to alleviate 
the problem of cars backing into the through traffic 
lanes, said Liu. The project has been approved by 
Caltrans, but the funding will be entirely from the 
city. 





A second project, which has yet to be approved 
by the city council, will computerize traffic signals 
on Euclid and add left-turn pockets at major in- 
tersections. 

Toerper said Ontario traffic engineers have look- 
ed at Mountain from Ontario’s side of the freeway 
and found that little can be done to relieve the con- 


gestion. 


“\———— Upland trustees hear 
’ annual audit report

The Upland School District board 
of trustees received results of the 
annual audit last week and 
found that district finances for the 
past year were in good order. 

The audit, conducted by Vavrinek, 
Trine, Day and Co. Certified Public 
Accountants of Ontario, offered only 
a few suggestions to improve dis- 
trict accounting methods. 

The firm found notable improve- 
ment in the bookkeeping practices 
af student body funds, but suggested 
that more detailed records should be 
kept other than the formal general 
ledger. 

Accounts are kept by and for the 
students at Pioneer and Upland 
junior high schools, to finance stu- 
dent trips, assemblies, club needs 
and social events. Fund-raisers in- 
clude activities that range from the 
sale of magazines and physical 
education clothing, to special dues 
and events. 


The audit placed the balance of 
the two student accounts, as of June 
30, 1979, at $10,412 for Pioneer 
Junior High, and $2,364 for Upland 
Junior High. 


Superintendent George Renworth 
praised the students for their ac- 
curate bookkeeping, adding that he 
thought some of detailed records 
requested by the accounting firm 
might be more than the teen-aged 
bookkeepers could handle. 


In other business, the board dis- 
cussed : 


— The upcoming study of fun- 
damental schools to be conducted by 
the district. Renworth read a letter 
from Vicky L. Argyle, chairman of 
Parents for a Fundamental School, 
offering to assist with the study. 
Renworth and other district of- 
ficials are planning to travel to 
Pasadena and perhaps other 
locations to observe the fundamen- 
tal schools set up in that system.

Insurance panel sees improvement 


Upland fire survey boosts rating

A recent survey of Upland’s fire 
defenses by an insurance rating 
group shows marked improvement 
in the city’s facilities over the past 
14 years, 

The Insurance Services Office of 
California, which evaluates the 
effectiveness of local fire defense 
units as a basis for establishing fire 
insurance rates, graded the Upland 
facilities a Class 3. Possible scores 
range from 1 to 10, and Upland 
received a Class 6 last time it was 
rated in 1965. 

Mayor George Gibson announced 
the results at last week’s city coun- 
cil meeting. 

“JT want to congratulate Chief 
(Don) Justis and his staff,’ said 
Gibson. ‘‘I know they’ve worked 
hard, and that work is reflected in 
this rating.” 

The improved rating will result in 
a 34 percent average reduction in 
fire insurance premiums for com- 
mercial buildings. Justis said ad- 
visory rates for dwellings will not be 
affected. 

The overall rating is based upon 
six categories, the two most heavily

weighted being water supply and 
fire department. Other categories 
include fire service com- 
munications, fire safety control or 
fire prevention, climatic conditions, 


and divergence or difference 


between the ratings. 

Points are assigned to any 
deficiencies identified by the 
evaluators. Thus, the lower the 
score, the better the rating. 

The overall city rating of Class 3 
was calculated using the individual 
ratings for water supply and fire 
department. Upland’s water supply 
received a Class 1 rating, and the 
fire department a Class 3. 

Justis said the ISO used to issue a 
list showing where points were 
assigned so cities could work to im- 
prove weaknesses, but now only the 
major category scores are given. He 
said the company apparently ex- 
perienced more problems by being 
considered a consultant as well as 
an insurance rating service. 

It is possible, however, to go to the 
company‘s headquarters in San 
Francisco and receive a complete 
report on the rating. Justis said he 
thought the trip would be 
worthwhile.

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“I know what some of our major 
weaknesses are,” he said. ‘‘But 
these guys (the evaluators) really 
know their stuff. I’d like to see the 
complete report.” 

One of the areas Justis thought 
would be listed on the report was 
fire safety control or fire preven- 
tion. He said fire prevention had 
been a one-man department since at 
least 1965, but two additional staff 
members were added in June 
—while the ISO survey was being 
conducted. 

“They check very carefully into 
past records, and since that depart- 
ment was so new, there really was 


no way for them to evaluate its past 


performance,’ he said. 

Another change that should 
positively affect the scoring will be 
the arrival of the department's 
aerial ladder truck and equipment, 
ordered last summer. 

The new truck will allow the 
department to use an elevated 
stream of water to control fires, 
useful when fighting blazes at tall 
buildings or large buildings, such as 
supermarkets. 

ISO will come back upon request 
to update an evaluation if significant 
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change has taken place. Justis 
would like to see a re-evaluation in 
roughly two years, when the ladder

Councilman enters mayor's race 


Upland Councilman Bill Bottin 
declared his candidacy for the office 
of mayor Monday. 

Bottin, whose seat on the council 
is also up for the April 8 municipal 
election, pestponed the decision to 
run for office until determining if 
constituents thought he had done a 
good job in the past. 

After a brief appearance at Satur- 
day’s champagne and hors d’oeuvre 
party, he was convinced to take out 
papers for mayor. Bottin was forced 
to leave early due to a bout with the 
flu. 


Upland resident Bob Spalding, 
party organizer and Bottin’s recent- 
ly appointed campaign manager, es- 
timated 150 people attended the 
event. After party expenses were 
covered, he said roughly $300 was 
raised for the campaign. Con- 
tributions were $10 per couple. 
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This will be Spalding’s first cam- 
paign. He has served as president of 
Citizens for Youth Activities 
(CFYA), a youth sports group that 
once briefly talked of recalling the 
entire council, and is a member of 
the Upland Recreation Committee. 


Bottin, 56, first ran unsuccessfully 
for city council in 1972, and was 
elected in 1976 by a margin of 35 
votes over Jerry Morris, vice chair- 
man of the city’s planning commis- 
sion. Stressing the need for im- 
proved planning for future growth in 
Upland, Bottin built his 1976 cam- 
paign on controlling development in 
the city. 


“T joined the council with the 
desire to serve the people,’’ he said 
Monday. ‘‘I think that’s been dis- 
played in the four years I’ve been 
here.”’

“Fontana firm fined ~ 


for pollution violations) 


A municipal court judge Wednesday fined the Heckett 
Co. of Fontana several thousand dollars and ordered its 
management to clean up its slag handling operations. 

The company, through its attorneys, pleaded “‘no con- 
test” to multiple charges filed last September by the 
South Coast Air Quality Management District. 

The matter became public last fall when nearby 
residents complained to San Bernardino County Super- 
visor Cal McElwain that the company’s activities caused 
damage to nearby homes and created a health and fire 
haza: d. 

Judge Dana Henry handed down the following rulings: 
guilty of 2 counts of violation of an air pollution health 
code and ordered the company to pay a fine of $400 ($200 
for each count); guilty of 1 violation of emission of dust 
regulations, suspended a $400 fine and ordered the com- 
pany to pay $200 and comply with orders to clean up the 
company’s operations; guilty of two other counts of 
dust emissions, fined $1,000 and ordered the fine suspend- 
ed for two years under conditions that the company pay 
$400 and comply with cleanup orders. 

Heckett Company was ordered to proceed with short- 
term modifications including the installation of a water 
spraying system and oil roads within the company’s 
property to curtail dust. 

Supervisor McElwain, who attended the court 
proceedings, said he agreed with the court’s order. 

The prosecution was represented by county Deputy

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Employment workshop, 
job fair planned Feb. 9° 


On February 9, the San Bernardino County 
Commission on the Status of Women’s Employment Task 
Force will host its fourth annual employment workshop 
and job fair at San Bernardino Valley College from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Over 350 women participated at the 1979 job fair. 
Participants were offered five small workshops and one 
group lecture on assertiveness training. They then had 
an opportunity to meet over 35 employers and discuss job 
opportunities. 

This year’s program will include 12 workshops, 
ranging from ‘‘How to Dress for a Job’’ to “How to Start 
Your Own Business.”” Employers will be available to 
discuss job opportunities after lunch break in the 
afternoon. All are free of charge to the public. 

Pre - registration for workshops is being implemented. 
This will enable task force members to determine the 
need to expand the number of speakers on a topic, or the 
deletion of other workshops should there be a lack of 


interest. The pre - registration form will allow each \ 


person to select two primary workshops of interest and 
two alternates. Each workshop will be presented twice, 
allowing those in attendance to participate in two 
workshops in the morning. 

Confirmation of workshop enrollment and late 
registration will take place between 8 and 9 a.m. the day 
of the job fair. Women who have pre - registered will be 
given priority acceptance into workshops. Pre - 
registrants will be able to pick up their resource packets 
and workshop tickets and then proceed to their 
workshops. Late registrants will be allowed to sign up 
for any workshops still available. 

Workshops will begin at 9:30 and 10:30. Participants 
may choose from the following sessions: 

1. “How to dress and how to look’ — Personal 
appearance, in preparing for an interview as well as on 
the job, does create a psychological impression to the 
employer. How to present yourself and continue to 
impress a positive image with a limited wardrobe will be 
discussed. 

2. “‘Resume writing and interview techniques’ — This 
session will provide specific information about how best 
to present your skills in written and oral communication 
to your prospective employer. Different formats for 
presenting your job history and skills will enable you to 
present yourself more effectively before the interview. 
Once you get to the interview, additional techniques will 
assist you in getting that special job. 

3. ‘‘Asserting yourself in the job interview” — Stress 
will be on how to present oneself to employers verbally 
and non-verbally in a positive manner. This is especially 
for the woman who is job- ready and wants to emphasize 
her abilities to an employer by using assertiveness skills. 

4. ‘Putting your volunteer experience to work” —A 
panel will talk about the valuable experience gained 
through volunteer experience and how to apply that 
experience in the world of work. They will assist in 
identifying these skills and how they can be made 
marketable to employers. 

5. ‘Is there a non - traditional job in your future?” — 
® Opportunities are expanding for women in construction, 
.. transportation, metal fabrication, law and finance. 

There may be a job waiting for you which fulfills your 
interests and compensates you very well! Find out at 
5 session. 

6. “Test wiseness”” — How to prepare for tests is one 
facet which will be covered. How to read test questions 
and how to select answers for tests will be another 
portion explained. 

7. “Affirmative action today’ — Know what to do 
when you are not being given fair consideration for a job, 
or when you have a job - related complaint. This 
workshop will be of interest to women who have worked 
in the past, or are presently employed.

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More students taking 
college placement tests 


Mote California high 
schools, offering programs 
in advanced placement 
testing are fiving a head 
start to college - bound 
students, says Sharon An- 
dress, mentally gifted 
minor (MGM) program 
coordinator for the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School 
District. 

— released recently 
by the College Board, a 
national educational 
association, show that a 
growing number of state 
high schools now offer the 
Advanced Placement (AP) 
exams which demonstrate 
the college-level knowledge 
students have acquired in 
high school. 

More than 1,800 colleges 
and universities 
nationwide award college 
credits on the basis of AP 
exam grades, giving 
students the option to 
broaden their college 
programs. In some cases, 
students may even enter 
college as a second 
semester freshman by tak- 
ing and passing several of 
the tests, Andress said. 

“It’s a definite monetary 
advantage from a student’s 
point of view,” as they are 
sometimes able to get out of 
college sooner, Andress 
said. 

The College Board 
reports in 1974, 7,981 
students in 342 high schools 
in California took the an- 
nual AP exams. In May of 
1979 the number of students 
taking the exams almost 
doubled with 15,017 students 
in 507 schools. 

A local indication of the 
increasing popularity of the 
tests came in figures 
supplied by Andress which 
show 65 exams were taken 
last year, compared with 40

House hearing on aging held 
Keeping elderly healthy, 
at home, a big concern

Keeping the elderly healthy, 
independent and in their own homes 
were some of the major concerns 
emphasized last week in Pomona 
during a House hearing on aging. 

Rep. Jim Lloyd, appointed to the 
House Select Committee on Aging 
last year, brought the hearing to his 
35th Congressional District. Four 
panel presentations were made 
during the day-long hearing at 
Pomona City Hall. 

The afternoon discussions focused 
on health and services for the 
elderly, and some of the comments 
took direct aim at current medical 
practices and attitudes. 

Chuck Braswell — president of 
Braswell Enterprises Inc., a nursing 
home chain — said, ‘‘The problem 
of the limited research into the 
cause of aging and the illness of the 
aging is compounded by the failure 
of the (American) Medical 
Association to direct and attract 
physicians to the area of geriatric 
specialization. 

‘It is very difficult to. find 
physicians who are willing to spend 
time and effort in treating the 
aged.” 

Braswell said treatment of senior 
citizens is often “relegated” to 
doctors who have been unsuccessful

in treating younger patients and no 
longer want to put up with their 
demands. 

“Many of these physicians are 
sincere in their desire to be of 
service to the persons they serve, 
but are not willing to explore every 
illness and every symptom as they 
would if the patient were young. 

‘“‘Many of the patients in 
convalescent homes today die of 
undiagnosed disorders,’ he added. 

“My experience in the nursing 
home industry has been one of 
observing persons who have listened 
too long to the opinions of their 
respected physician.” 

He said the United States needs to 
put stronger emphasis on ‘‘health 
maintenance’’ rather than the 
traditional concentration on curing 
illnesses. Lack of funds and 
attitudes of the medical profession 
hamper this new focus, Braswell 
noted. 

Describing what he called the 
“myth of Medicare,’’ Braswell 
pointed out Medicare pays for about 
half the costs from an average 
illness of the aged. 

Barrie Dyer — director of 
program development at Casa 
Colina Hospital in Pomona — said 
Medicare is not a ‘‘total train 
wreck,” but added adjustments in 
the program are needed, especially 


lranian crisis spurs 
march in West End 


Deloris Lemley is changing her 
anger into action. 

The 46-year-old Chino resident is 
upset over Americans being held 
hostage in Iran. But unlike most oth- 
er West End residents, Lemley is 
actively protesting the Iran Crisis 
and supporting President Jimmy 
Carter.

' to Ontario International Airport — 
» is scheduled for Saturday. 

The public is invited to meet with 


Lemley at 1:30 p.m. at the corner of 


‘Central Avenue and Moreno Street 
in Montclair. 

The route will take participants 
south on Central Avenue to Holt 
Boulevard, and then east on Holt 
Boulevard to the airport terminal. 

Both Ontario and Montclair police 
departments have been notified of 
the impending demonstration, ac- 
cording to Lemley. 

Lemley has urged West End resi- 
dents, ‘‘If you love our fellow Amer- 
icans, now is the time to join in the 
“Freedom March.” 

She said all city and county offi- 
cials and state and federal represen- 
tatives have been invited to 
participate in the demonstration. 

Persons interested in the demon- 
stration may contact Lemley by 
phone at 591-1526, or by mail at P.O. 
Box 1824, Ontario, Ca. 91762. 

Lemley said she was the only 
West End resident to attend a Dec. 3 
“solidarity rally’? in Los Angeles 
sponsored by state Sen Paul B. Car- 
penter, D-Santa Ana. 

Since the rally, Lemley has sin- 
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gle-handedly designed and distrib- 
uted hundreds of dartboards 
depicting the Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

Despite the intense emotions she 
feels, ‘‘There’s no way I want this to 
be a violent demonstration,’ she 
said. 

“JT won’t allow it,” she added. 

‘“‘There’s no way I want to have hap- 
pen what’s happending over there 
(in Iran).”’ 

She said she organized the demon- 
stration because, “I don’t think 
there’s enough enthusiasm from the 
American peopie. 

“People in this country seem af- 
raid to get involved. They put them- 
selves before everybody else,’”’ 
Lemley said. 

‘“‘We have to stop being selfish,” 
she said. ‘“The American who is in 
business for himself is in a very 
small business.” 

Those who show apathy toward 
the situation in Iran are particularly 
frustrating to her, she said. 

“I’m afraid it’s going to take a 
war before people become united 
again and work together toward a 
common goal,’ Lemley said. 

It is a fear shared by her two 
young assistants — 18-year-old Deb- 
bie Torres, of Chino, and her sister, 
17-year-old Monica. 


‘Why should it take a war, a 
death or a crisis for people to come 
together and unite?” asked Monica, 
a senior at Don Lugo High School in 
Chino. 


Both heard about Lemley’s work 
through an earlier newspaper arti- 
cle, and offered their services to set 
up the demonstration. 
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as the population of senior citizens 
will climb in the future. 

Seniors today are 
‘‘institutionalized’’ for a variety of 
reasons, including lack of funds for 
less intensive care and home- 
related services, Dyer said. 

He said, ‘‘The Congress should 
insist that the nation’s rehabilitative 
resources be directed toward 
maintaining and improving the level 
of independence of frail and disabled 
seniors.” 


In addition to providing services 
to replace lost abilities of seniors, 
Dyer continued, the elderly ‘‘should 
be helped to improve their own level 
of independence to minimize their 
need for such services.”’ 

Lloyd asked how a new emphasis 
on health instead of just illness 
could be aided legislatively. 


Dyer said the ‘‘wellness’’ 
movement will advance as seniors 
themselves take charge of their 
health, adding that community 
programs would follow dollars 
committed by Congress. 

In another panel, Mary Sandoe, 
director of La Verne’s Get-About 
transportation program, stressed 
the need for the nation to turn from 
the auto as the prime method of 
transportation. 


Mass transit systems should also 
be designed with the needs of 
seniors and the handicapped in 
mind, she added. 

Sandoe said, ‘‘The voices of these 
who can’t even reach the bus stop 
are drowned by those who can cope 
with the system.” 

Morning panels addressed 
retirement income and employment 
and housing and consumer needs.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MONTCLAIR AMENDING ARTICLE 20 OF CHAPTER 4 OF TITLE 9 OF 
THE MONTCLAIR MUNICIPAL CODE 
The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain the following 
amendments to Article 20 of Chapter 4 of Title 9 of the Montclair Municipal 


ARTICLE 20, PLANNED RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENTS 

Section 9-4.2001. Authorized. 

The Commission is hereby authorized to grant planned residential 
development use permits for particular cases which are qualified pursuant 
to the provisions of this chapter. In granting such planned development use 
permits, the Commission may stipulate conditions, in addition to those re- 
quired by this chapter, which will tend to safeguard the health, safety, and 
property values in the area. 

Section 9-4.2002. Application of Article. 

The provisions of this article shall apply to all planned residential 
developments proposed on real property appropriately R-3 zoned districts 
in the City. 

Section 9-4.2003. Findings, Intent and Purpose. 

(a) The City Council of the City of Montclair finds that planned residen- 
tial developments are different in so many respects from other types and 
forms of land ownership and development as to require different 
regulations. 

(b) The intent of this article is to develop standards, procedures and 
guidelines, to provide a more flexible method whereby sufficiently large 
and properly located land areas can be developed, employing more in- 
novative and imaginative land planning concepts than would be possible 
through the strict application of conventional zoning subdivision 
regulations. 

(c) The purpose of the Article is to provide for the general control of 
design and development of planned residential development, including but 
not limited to condominiums, community apartment projects and cluster 
housing, in relation to adjoining areas in accordance with the basic purpose 
of the State Subdivision Map Act. 

Section 9-4.2004. Objectives and Purposes. 

The objectives and purposes of the planned residential developments are 
as follows: 

(a) To encourage a more desirable living environment than would be 
possible through a strict application of the provisions of this chapter ; 

(b) To encourage the reservation of a greater proportion of open spaces 
for visual and recreational use; 

(c) To encourage a more efficient, aesthetic, and desirable use of land; 

(d) To encourage variety in the physical development pattern of the Ci- 
ty; and 

(e) To insure that these objectives are realized and that, in the process, 

the gross population density and building coverage of any area within the 
R-3 zones remain in conformity with the requirements of the 7~ning laws 
and General Plan. 

Section 94.2005. Definitions. 

Condominium — A condominium is an estate in real property consisting 
of an undivided interest in common in a portion of a parcel of real property 
together with a separate interest in space in a residential, industrial or 
commercial building on such real property such as an apartment, office, or 
store. A condominium may include in addition, a separate interest in other 


portions of suth real property. 
Such ‘ate may, with respect to the duration of an enjoinment, be 
either® 


(1) An estate of inheritance or perpetual estate, 

(2) An estate for life, or 

(3) An estate for years. 

Condominium Project — The entire parcel of real property divided, or to 
be divided, into condominiums, including all structures thereon. 

Planned Residential Development — A structure or structures proposed 
for construction, deviating from the requirements of the particular zone in 
which it is proposed to be located, and consisting of: 

(1) Individual family living units under individual ownerships 
developed as row houses, a condominium, community apartments or as 
clyster housing; or 

(2) A project in which an undivided interest in the land is coupled 
with the right to the exclusive occupancy of a designated apartment 
thereon, such as a community apartment project; or ‘ 

(3) Other comparable facilities. 

Community Apartment Project — A project in which an undivided in- 
terest in the land and common areas coupled with the right to the exclusive 
occupancy or the ownership of a designated apartment therein. 

Cluster Housing Project — A grouping of lots of no specific area re- 
quirements but combined with common areas to compute the lot area re- 
quired for any particular zone as specified in Title 9 of this Code, as dis- 
tinguished from the multi - story apartment type of development. Residen- 
tial structures on such lots need not cover the entire lot, and may have 
common walls. 

Unit — The element of a planned residential project which is not owned 
in common with the owners of other condominiums in the project. 

Common Areas — The entire planned residential project excepting all 
units therein granted or reserved to individual ownerships. 

CC&R’s — Conditions, covenants and restrictions of any condominium 
project, community, apartment house or any other planned residential 
development. 

Cooperative Apartment Project — The entire parcel of real property, in- 
cluding all structures thereon, on which a cooperative apartment is to be 
constructed or an existing improved real property is to be converted to a 
cooperative apartment. 

Cooperative Apartment — An improved real property owned or leased by 
a cooperative housing corporation or by any other corporation, 
partnership, trust, or association, if all or substantially all of the 
shareholders of such corporation, or partners of such partnership, or 

beneficiaries of such trust, or members of such association, receive a right 
of exclusive occupancy in a portion of the apartment house, which right of 
occupancy is transferable only concurrently with the transfer of the stock, 
partnership interest, beneficial interest, or membership held by the person 
having such right of occupancy. For all purposes of the Montclair 
Municipal Code, a cooperative apartment will be subject to the same 
restrictions and conditions as condominiums and community apartments. 

Association — The organization ot persons who own a lot, parcel, area, 
airspace, or right of exclusive occupancy in a unit of condominiums and 
may have interests in the control of common areas of such project. 

Townhouse — An arrangement of single - family dwellings, joined by 
common walls on not more than two (2) sides, with the uppermost story be- 
ing a portion of the same dwelling located directly beneath at the grade of 
first floor level, and have exclusive individual ownership and occupant 
rights of each dwelling unit, including but not limited to the land area 
directly beneath such dwelling. 

Open Space — The land areas which are not occupied by buildings, struc- 
tures, streets, open visitor parking spaces or alleys, excepting, however, 
approved landscaped features and active recreational facilities when 
developed in accordance with the provisions of the chapter. 

(a) Usable Open Space — The land areas meeting the qualifications 
and definitions of either usable common open space or usable private open 
space. 

(b) Usable Common Open Space — The open space which is suitably 
located and improved for common recreational purposes, active or 
passive, and accessible to each lot or dwelling within a development 
through a system of public or private walkways. 

(c) Usable Private Open Space — The open space which is designed and 
maintained for the sole and exclusive use of the occupants of not more than 
one dwelling and may include covered patio areas. 

(d) Active Recreational Areas — The usable common open space 
which is developed with active facilities, such as swimming pools, tennis 
courts, recreational buildings, a clubhouse, or similar facilities. 

Section 9-4.2006. Permits Required 

(a) Planned residential projects are permitted in the appropriately 
zoned R-3 zoned districts within the City, subject to the issuance of a con- 
ditional use permit pursuant to the provisions of Article 19 of this Chapter 
and the approval of tentative or final tract maps as may be required by 
law. This requirement is in addition to other permits or certificates re- 
quired by law 

(b) No person shall construct, sell, lease, rent, convey, maintain or use 


a planned residential project within the City of Montclair without comply- 


ing with the provisions of this chapter. 
Section 9-4.2007. Preliminary Review 


Before filing any development approval application for a planned 
residential development, the prospective applicant shall submit to the 
Planning Division, Department of Community Development, a request for 
preliminary review application containing prelminary sketches and 
general site information, as may be reasonably required for consideration 
and advice’to the applicant, as to the relation of the proposal to general 
development objectives to be attained in the area and as to the policies of 
the Planning Commission with reference thereto. The Planning Division 
shall then submit the preliminary application to the Development Review 
Committee at a regular meeting. The Development Review Committee 
shall review the preliminary review application and forward to the Plan- 
ning Division all recommendations and comments, and also anticipated 


conditions, in accordance with the provisions of this Article. 
Section 9-4.2008. Precise Plans Required. 


A precise plan of design shall be required for the use or development of 
any lot or parcel of real property for a planned residential development 


irrespective of the area or size of such lot or parcel. 
{ Section 9-4.2009. Applications Requirements. 


‘ After the preliminary review, the applicant may file a request for 
development approval application for a planned residential development, 
and shall include the information required by this section and any other in- 
formation that may be required to adequately consider such proposal.

Individual 
unit security shall be a significant consideration in the construction of the 
development, in accordance with the City’s current security ordinance. 

(f) Sound Attenuation. Planned residential developments shall be 
designed to comply with California’s Noise Insulation Standards (Califor- 
nia Administrative Code, Title 25, Chapter 1, Subchapter 1, Article 4, Sec- 
tion 1082) and local building requirements. 

(g) Solar Energy Systems. The goals and objectives of the General 
Plan encourage and promote an enhanced residential park-like environ- 
ment through the implementation of aesthetically pleasing development 
and design standards of this chapter. However, it is recognized that there is 
a need to encourage and promote an awareness in the community as to 
alternative means of conserving energy resources. It is further recognized 
that the use of solar energy can be a cost effective means of space heating 
and cooling, and water heating, but that the use of such systems may be in- 
consistent with the goals and objectives of the community and unbalanced 
with aesthetic character of the City’s residential neighborhoods. 

(h) On the south and west elevations where there are windows other 
than bathroom windows, there shall be provided double pane or other heat 
shield devices. 

The Commission, in granting approval of a solar energy system, may 
impose conditions which are necessary and desirable to carry out the pur- 
poses of this article and which are consistent with the policies, principles, 
regulations, criteria, and standards applied to other properties, uses, and 
developments in similar circumstances. Further, in considering said 
system, the Commission shall impose conditions in order to provide a 
balance between the goals and objectives of the community and the 
General Plan, and the recognized desire to allow solar energy systems as 
an alternative energy source. 

Section 9-4.2015. Provisions Required: Covenants, Conditions, and 
Restrictions (CC&R’s) 

In order to insure proper maintenance of all streets and parking areas 
and landscaping within all common areas of any and all planned residential 
developments, the following provisions shall be contained in the covenants, 
conditions and restrictions. No such CC&R’s shall be acceptable until ap- 
proved by the Director of Community Development as to suitability for the 
proposed use and maintenance of the common areas and all streets and 
parking areas and the City Attorney as to legal form and effect. Tnese 
provisions shall include, but not be limited to the following: 

(a) The final CC&R’s, upon approval by the City, shall be recorded with 
the final tract map. 

(b) The City of Montclair shall be made a party to the CC&R’s, and 
further providing the City shall approve any changes or amendments to the 
CC&R’s. 

(c) The City of Montclair shall be granted the power to enforce all 
provisions of the CC&R’s including but not limited to the maintenance of all 
streets and parking areas and landscaping within all common areas. 

(d) The City of Montclair shall be granted the express power to enforce 
all laws and ordinances of the State of California and/or the City of 
Montclair on the private streets, alleys and parking areas within the pro- 
ject. 

(1) Nothing within the CC&R’s shall be construed as imposing an 
obligation or requiring the City of Montclair to enforce any provision of the 
CC&R's. 

(e) The City of Montclair shall be entitled to prior written notice of any 
proposed amendment to the CC&R’s. Such notice shall be given by mailing 
a copy of the precise language of the proposed amendment to the City of 
Montclair, c/o City Clerk, together with a letter of transmittal explaining 
the proposed change in general terms. The City shall have an opportunity to 
review and comment upon the proposed amendment for a period of not less 
than forty-five (45) days prior to the effective date of any such proposed 
amendment. 

(f) Right of Entry. 

The City of Moantclair through its duly authorized agents or 
employees, shall have the right to enter upon the common areas for the 
following purposes: 

(1) Inspection, maintenance and repair of the landscape and private 
street components of the common areas where such maintenance and 
repair is required. 

(2) Enforcement of local traffic and/or parking regulations. All 
privately owned and maintained streets, drives, alleys and parking areas 
shall be open for the use of the public for purposes of vehicle traffic and are 
so connected with highways and streets and that provisions of the Vehicle 
Code of the State of California may be applied in their entirety to them. 
Whenever by this provision or any other law of the City, parking is 
restricted or prohibited and signs are erected giving notice thereof, the of- 
ficers of the City of Montclair Police Department may cause the vehicles in 
violation thereof to be towed away and stored at the expense of the owner, 
operator, or person to whom the vehicle is entitled to be released, and the 
vehicle shall not be released except upon payment of the towing and 
storage cost. In tow-away zones, the traffic engineer shall cause to be 
erected appropriate signs giving notice thereof. 

(g) Reimbursements of City Expenditures by the Association 

All costs and expenses incurred by the City arising out of its 
maintenance and repair of the common areas, as provided in Sections (f) 
(1) and (2), shall be charged as an expense of the homeowners’ association 
and shall be paid within thirty (30) days of receipt of an invoice for same. 

(h) Assessments and lien rights of the City 

If City maintenance costs are not paid within thirty (30) days from the 
date due, said unpaid costs and expenses shall become a special assess- 
ment against the property, and upon hearing and confirmation by the City 
Council shall be collected in the same manner as real property taxes and 
shall be subject to the same penalties, procedures and sale in case of 
delinquency as is provided for real property taxes. 

SECTION 1. VALIDITY. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Ordinance shall for any reason be held invalid, such holding 
or holdings shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this Or- 
dinance. The City Council has declared it would have passed this Ordinance 
and each section, subsection, clause or phrase thereof irrespective of the 
fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sentences, clause or 
phrase thereof be declared invalid. 

SECTION 2. PUBLICATION. The City Clerk shall cause this Ordinance 
to be published in the Montclair Tribune at least once within fifteen (15) 
daus of its passage.
